AT REST 


Juocre Eustace Dead. 


Judge John V Eustace die« ! at his home 
in this city l ist evening a f e w minutes be­ 
fore six o’clock, aged sixty six years, lie 
had been out of health during the past 
two years or more but no alarm was felt 
by his friends until early this year, esp* c- 
ially not until some time last spring when 
lie had a paralytic stro ke at Oregon, when 
o n his way to the court house from his 
hotel. 
Fro m this attack lie never luly 
recovered, but has bee 
11 since that time 
gradually failing until the final summons 
^came last night at the hour stated. 
Judge John V. Eustace was born in the 
city of Philadelphia on the 9th day ol 
September, 1821. 
LI is father, the R*v. 
Thomas Eustace, was a graduate of the 
Dublin University, and was bom in Ire­ 
land’s great city, Dublin, where a street 
bears the name of the “Eustace” ances­ 
tors. 
The Iiev. Thomas Eustace came to 
Philadelphia with his father nearly siv. 
enty years ago, and soon after married 
Frances Olmstead, of Ridgefield, Con- 
nerrteut. 
iTtT fstfhef ^ 
one of the msi 
to take up arms in the Revolutionary war 
and served as a Lieutenant Colonel. Her 
grand-fatlier, the Rev. Jonathan Inger- 
sall, was a Presbyterian pastor in Ridge­ 
field over a third of a century. 
Such 
was his ancestry. 
John V. Eustace grad­ 
uated at the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1839, and soon after moved to St.Louh, 
Mo., with his father’s family, where he 
entered the law office of the distinguished 
attorney, lion. Charles I) Drake. 
After 
being admitted to the bur the then young 
Eustace moved to Dixon and commenced 
the practice of law iu 1841; and was not 
long in taking his place among the lead­ 
ing lawyers of the ‘elate. 
About the 
year 185*3 he purchased 
T iie T elegraph 
printing office and conducted the paper 
as its editor'for a year or more. 
In 1856 
Mr. Eu tace was elected to the lowci 
Louse of the EghJature, where he served 
with credit in the body that was made up 
< f null men as John A. Logan, Burton

lie was elected by the Republl* 
f this district, being at that time an 
t advocate of the* party’s principles, 
! he was elected Judge of the Cir­ 
cuit Court but resigned after holding the 
office a couple of years, probably on ac­ 
count of the very small salary; the State 
paying at that time only twelve hundred 
dollars per year to its Circuit Judges. 
He then opened an office in Chicago but 
remained there only a short time when 
he again returned to Dixon, where he 
has since r. sided. 
When the war broke 
out he was an earnest and uncompro» 
raising supporter of the Union cause, and 
gave to President Lincoln, whom he 
much admired and with whom he Liu a 
personal acquaintance, his w a r - support. 
He was appointed in UOl provost Marshal 
of, this 
(the* Second) 
Congressional 
district of Illinois, and served during the 
war. 
,The office was conducted, as the 
Judge Eustace conducted all Lis business, 
in a systematic manner; and the laws and 
rules of the war office were followed to 
the letter. 
This eau ed him some troub e 
among the people who hud official busi­ 
ness to transact with bitU him that could 
not understand the reason for military 
rules. 
The authorities at Washington 
complimented him upon the manner in 
which he conducted his office. 
Then 
again he returned to the law practice and 
was engaged in about all tho important 
cases tlmt came up iu the Courts of this 


Circuit. 
Among those was the celebra­ 
ted case of Elder Magee, indicted for 
poisoning his wife at Ashton. 
It 
was 
through the masterly manner in which 
Judge Eustace handled the case that 
Mi » gee was saved from execution 
The 
Judge was again re-relected to the bench 
to fill the vacancy created by the death of 
Judge Heaton, and again rejected in 1881 
and 1885; his official term was not out at 
t ie time of his death. 
As a judge he 
ranked arnoDg the ablest in the State, 
He was a man very positive in his opiim ns 
and strict in the enforcement of what he 
believed to be the law. 
When on the 
bench, his bitterest enemy stood just as 
good a show in securing justice from him 
as his most intimate friends. 
There was 
much excitement created by a decision 
that he made in 1881, in which the stock­ 
holders cf a railroad company w’ere cou 
cerned. 
Jn February of that year there 
was about to be held the annual election 
of stockholders in the C. & I, railroad, 
and it was thought that the stock held by 
the city of Aurora would be voted illeg­ 
ally aud therefore an injunction was 
asked prohibiting the 
action by the 
Aurora stockholders and.this was granted 
by Judge Eustace. 
He not only granted 
the injunction but also made an order of 
the Court prohibiting tho stockholders 
from prosecuting an appeal from liis de­ 
cision! 
It was in some respect a new 
thing in practice of our courts, and the 
stockholders nude threats of impeach- 
I meat and the papers ai ihul time were 
fu I of comments. 
However Judge Eus 
tace was sustained in his decision by 
Judge Baily and other eminent jurists. 
There is a long story to this case and the 
littigalion caused sever d riots and what 
was called a railroad war at Rockford 
and along the line of the road in an effort 
of different claimants to procure control 
of the road; but Judge Eustace took hold 
of the matter so firmly that a stop was 
put to further trouble. 
This was the time 
that the Judge appointed W. II. Holcomb, 
of Rochelle, who had managed the road 
so ably, leceiya r. 


To go back in his history we may say 
that though an earnest Republican during 
the war and one of the Lincoln ebctora 
for this Slate in 1864, yet he was a man 
not liable to be tied down by party lines 
and so about the time that the radical 
Republicans in Congress were bitterly op- 
nos> g the 
rjiun measure» of 
President Johnson and in the years of 
1865 and 1866, Judge Eustace gradually 
withdrew his support from the parly and 
eventually became as warm a supporter 
of the Democratic measures as he had 
been of the Republican party. 
He was 
a man of decided convictions and earnest 
in whatever he undertook. 
This was 
shown most clearly when he was provost 
marshal here on frequent occasions. 
lie 
was intensely loyal to his country and 
therefore in full sympathy with the men 
who were sacrificing their lives that the 
nation might live. 
On ooe occasion it 
was report« d to him that persons at a po­ 
litical meeting here were wearing Copper­ 
head badges, as the emblems wire called, 
and two of the men were arrested by the 
marshal and confined in jail; but released 
when it was urged that the buttonhole 
ornaments were only partisan colors. He 
did not propose while the nation wa> 
stniggling to suppress rebellion in f/ont 
of its armies that treason shou 
its colors defiantly “ iu the rear” 
as he was in command. 
YV hen 
given in his allegiance to tho Du 
party he was a most constant an 
supporter of its measures and pr 
In his youngerjdays be had huh 
that political association and he naturally 
felt at home in its tanks. 
Though not a 
politician he was frequently of late years 
urged to be the standard bearer of the 
Democratic party. 
His courtly address 
and eloquence as a speaker made him 
conspicuous and noted throughout the 
State and lie was persuaded frequently to 
become a candidate and too often con­ 
sented when his party was in a hopeless 
minority# 
lie was 
nominated cm the 
Democratic ticket as their candidate for 
Attorney General of this State, ami was 
a number of Hums voted for by the party 
their congressional candidate, 
j he was elected Judge of this circuit 
I was certainly a great compliment to 
judicial abilities, especially when 
membe r that his party was in the 
ty here about eight thousand votes) he 
| has attended entirely to his officiul duties. 
i Ho was elected in 1878 to complete the 
late Judge lieutou's terra and again elect­ 
ed in ls79 and 18s5. 
No man ever labor» 
| ed more faithfully than has Judge Eustace 
j to serve the people in the office to which 
j he was elected. 
Indeed it is said that 
I broken health was the result of too much 
work upon the cases brought before him 
| to be adjudicated. 
He took much pride 
iff his profession and was diligent and 


watchful that he made no mistakes; ami 
wi’h a judicial mind much above tin* 
av rage of those who are called to such 
posts of bom r, few mistake? wer * made. 
But he has gone to his long rest. 
The 
j wrangles of lawyers will plague him no 
nmre; and the intricate problems of law 
must be unraveled by 
otlur 
minds. 
Though in public he had a dignity and 
reserve peculiar and natural to himself he 
was genial and free at home, in his office, 
and in the company of friends. 
He had been, in former years, an ne'ive 
member of the Masonic and Odd Fellows 
societies of this cit}\ 
From the time that he first made Dixon 
his home until he was engaged much of 
of the time away on the bench, he was 
one of our most enterprising and active 
business men. Always ready to assist by 
money and time in every public improve, 
ments. 
He was the first to start the en 
terprise of building a bridge over Rock 
Rive at this placs; furnishing himself 
most of the money for that purpose. 
He 
built the brick block now occupied by the 
Dixon National Bank; was one of the 
company that erected the Nachusa Hou-e 
and wms always earnest and liberal in en­ 
terprises that wire calculated to build in 
Dixon.

For some time it ha d been evident tha t the

stopped the fight, the sta kes were pulled up, 
the pa rty emba rked a nd sought a new pla ce.

up on him. 
On e featu re of the fight was the 
terrific an d scien tific in -fightin g, which has 
really been equaled an d p robably n ev er sur 
p assed. 
In the eighteen th Reagan got foarful p un 
islimen t, an d was so rattled that Demp sey 
woun d it up by g e ttin g his head in chan cery 
an d thump ed him un mercifully. 
In the 
twen tieth roun d R eagan began ¡ho tactics of 
fallin g to av oid bein g thrown ,which brought 
from Demp sey the rem ark : “Get up an d fight, 
you — - cur!” 
R eagan didn ’t relish this, but 
he kep t up the drop p in g, an d Demp sey kep t 
on tan talizin g him. 
From this on there was 
n o doubt of the issue of the fight, n or of the 
Sp artan -like gam en ess with which Reagan 
could take p un ishm en t.

the twen ty-first to the forty-first in clusiv e 
were all in Dem p sey’s fav or, an d roun ds 
forty-two, forty-three an d forty-four p rac 
tically closed the battle.
